v ^ 

(Enacted. June 27, 1952, 82nd Congress, 2nd Session; 
effective 180 days from, date of enactment, 
December 2A, 1952.) 

TITLE III: CHAPTER 3 — LOSS OF NATIONALITY 


Loss of Nationality by Native-Born or Naturalized Citizen 

Sec. 349. (a) From and- after the effective date of this Act a person who is a 
national of the United States whether by birth or naturalization, shall lose his 
nationality by— 

(1) obtaining naturalization in a foreign state upon his own application,, 
upon an application filed in his behalf by a parent, guardian, or duly authorized 
agent, or through the naturalization of a parent having legal custody of such 
person: Provided, That nationality shall not be lost by any person under this sec¬ 
tion as the result of the naturalization of a parent or parents while such person 
is under the age of twenty-one years, or as the result of a naturalization obtained 
on behalf of a person under twenty-one years of age by a parent, guardian, or duly 
authorized agent, unless such person shall fail to enter the United States to es¬ 
tablish a permanent residence prior' to his twenty-fifth birthday: And provided 
further. That a person who shall have lost nationality prior to January 1, 1948, 
through the naturalization in a foreign state of a parent or parents, may, within 
one year from the effective date of this Act, apply for a visa and for admission 

to the United States as a nonquota immigrant under the provisions of section 101 
(a) (2 7) (E); or 

(2) . taking an oath or making an affirmation or other formal declaration of 
allegiance to a foreign state or a political subdivision thereof; or 

(3) entering, or serving in, the'armed-forces of a foreign state unless, prior 
to such entry or service, such entry or service is specifically authorized in writ¬ 
ing by the Secretary of State and the Secretary of Defense: Provided, That the 
entry into such service by a person prior to the attainment- of his eighteenth birth¬ 
day shall serve to expatriate such- person only if there exists an option to secure 

a release from such service and such person fails to exercise such option at the 
attainment of his eighteenth birthday; or 

(4) (A) accepting, serving in, or performing the duties of any office, post, 
or employment under the government of a foreign state or a political subdivision 
thereof, if he has or acquires the nationality of such foreign state; or (B) accept¬ 
ing, serving- in, or performing the duties of any office, post, or employment under 
the government of a foreign state or a political subdivision thereof, for which 
office, post, or employment an oath,, affirmation, or declaration of allegiance is 
required; or 

(5) voting in a political election in a foreign state or participating in an 
election or plebiscite to-determine the sovereignty over foreign territory; or 

(6) making a formal renunciation of nationality before a diplomatic or con- y 
sular officer of the United States in a foreign state, in such form as may be pre- ■*/ 
scribed by the Secretary of State; or 

(7) making in the United States a formal written renunciation of nationality 
in such form as may be prescribed by, and before such officer as may be designated 
by, the Attorney General, whenever the United States shall be in a state of war and 
the Attorney General shall approve such renunciation as not contrary to the interests 
of national defense; or 

(8) deserting the military, air, or naval forces of the United States in time 
of war, if and- when he is convicted thereof by court martial and as the result of 
such conviction is dismissed .or dishonorably discharged from the service of such 
military, air, or naval forces: Provided, That, notwithstanding loss of nationality 
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or citizenship under the terms of this or previous laws by reason of desertion 
committed in time of war restoration to active duty with such military, air, or 
naval forces in time of war or the rednlistment or induction of such a person in 
time of war with permission of competent military, air, or naval authority shall 
be -deemed to have the immediate effect of restoring such nationality or citizen¬ 
ship heretofore or hereafter so lost; or 

(9) committing any act of treason against, or attempting by force to over¬ 
throw, or bearing arms against, the United States if and when he is convicted 
thereof by a court martial or by a court of- competent jurisdiction; or 

(10) departing from or remaining outside of the jurisdiction of the United 
States in time of war or during a period declared by the President to be a period 
of national emergency for the purpose of evading or avoiding training and service 
in the military, air, or naval forces of the United States. For the purposes of 
this paragraph failure to comply with, any provision of any compulsory service laws 
of the United States shall raise the presumption that the departure from or absence 
from the United States was for the purpose of evading or avoiding training and serv¬ 
ice in the military, air, or naval forces of the United States. 

(b) Any person who commits-or performs any act specified in sub-section (a) shall 
be conclusively presumed to have done so voluntarily and without having been subjected 
to duress of any kind., if such person at the time of the act was a national of the state 
in which the act was performed and had been physically present in such state for a 
period or periods totaling ten years or more immediately prior to such act. 

Dual Nationals; Divestiture of Nationality 

Sec. 3So. A person who acquired at birth the nationality of the United States 
and of a foreign state and who has voluntarily sought or claimed benefits of the na¬ 
tionality of any foreign state shall lose his United States natiohality by hereafter 
having a continuous residence for three years in the foreign state of which he is a 
■national : by birth at any time after attaining, the age of twenty-two years unless he 
shall— 

(1) prior to the expiration of such three-year period, take &n oath of alle¬ 
giance to the. United States before a United States diplomatic or consular officer 
in. a manner prescribed by the Secretary of State; and 

(2) have has residence outside of the United States solely for one of the 
reasons set forth in paragraph (1), (2), (4), (S)» (6J, (*7)» or (8) of section.353, 
or paragraph (1) or (2) Of section 354 of this title: Provided, however , That 
nothing contained in this section shall deprive any person of his United States 
nationality if his foreign residence shall begin after he shall have attained the 
age of sixty years and shall have had his residence in the United States for twenty- 
five years after having attained the age of eighteen years. 

Restrictions On Expatriation 

. Sec. 351. (a) Except as provided in paragraphs (7)5 (8), and (9) of section 349 

of this title, no national of the United States can expatriate himself, or be expatriated, 
under this Act while within the- United States or any of its outlying possessions, but 
expatriation shall result from the performance within the United States or any of its 
outlying possessions of any of the acts or the fulfillment of any of the conditions 
specified in this chapter if and when the national thereafter takes up a residence out¬ 
side the United States and its outlying possessions. 

■(b) A national who within six months after attaining the age of eighteen years 
asserts his claim to United States nationality, in such manner as the Secretary of State 
shall by regulation prescribe, shall not be deemed to have expatriated himself by the 
commission, prior to‘his eighteenth birthday, of any of the acts specified in paragraphs 
(2), (4), (5), and (6,) • of section 349 (a) of this title. 

Loss of Nationality by Naturalized National 

Sec..352. (a) A person who has become a national by naturalization shall lose 

his natiohality by-»- 
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(1) having a continuous residence for .three years in the territory of a 
foreign state of which he was formerly a national, or in which the pla<;e of his 
birth is situated, except as provided in section 353 of this title, whether'such 
residence commenced before or after the effective date of this- Act; . 

• (2) having a continuous residence for‘five years in any other foreign state, 
or states, except as provided in sections 353 and 354 of this title, whether such 
residence commenced before or after the effective date of this Act'. 

(b) (1) For the purpose of paragraph (1) of subsection (a) of this section, 

the time during which the person had his residence abroad solely or principally for 
a reason or purpose within the scope of any provision of section 353 shall not be 
counted in computing quantum of residence. 

(2) For the purpose of paragraph (2) of subsection (a) of this section, the 
time during which the person had his residence abroad solely or principally for a 
reason or purpose within the scope'of any provision of sections 353 and 354. shall 
not be counted in computing quantum of residence. 

Section 352 Hot Effective as to Certain persons 

Sec. 353. Section 352 (a) shall have no application to a national who— 

(1) has his residence abroad in the employment of the Government of the 
United States; or 

(2) is receiving compensation from the Government of the United States and 
has his residence abroad on account of disability incurred in its service; or 

(3) shall have had his residence in the United States for not less than 
twenty-five years subsequent to his naturalization and shall have attained the 
age of sixty years when the foreign residence is established; or 

{4) had his residence abroad on October 14, 1940, and temporarily has his 
residence abroad, or who thereafter has gone or goes abroad and temporarily has 
his residence'abroad, solely or principally to represent a bona fide American 
educational, scientific, philanthropic, commercial, financial, or business organi¬ 
zation, having its principal office or place of business in the United States, or 
a bona fide religious organization having an office and representative in the United 
States, or an international agency of . an official character in which the United 
States participates, for which he receives a substantial compensation; or 

(S’) has his residence abroad and is prevented from returning to the United 
Stat,es exclusively (A) by his own ill health; or (B) by the ill health of his 
parent, spouse* or child who cannot be brought to the United States, whose condi¬ 
tion requires his personal care and attendance: Provided, That in such case the 
person having his residence abroad shall, at least every six months, register at 
the appropriate’ Foreign Service office and submit evidence satisfactory to the 
Secretary of State that his ‘case continues to meet the requirements of this sub- 
paragraph; or (C) by reason of the death*of his parent, spouse, or child: Provided, 
That in the case of the death of such parent, spouse, or child the person havjLng 
his residence abroad shall return to the United States within six months after the 
death .of such relative; or 

(6) has his residence abroad, for the purpose of pursuing a full course of 
study pf a specialized character or attending full-time an institution .of learning 
of a grade above that of a preparatory school: Provided, That such residence does 
not exceed five years; or 

(7) is the spouse or child of ah American citizen, and who has his residence 
abroad for the purpose of being with his American citizen spouse or parent who has his 
residence abroad for one of the objects or causes specified in paragraph (1i, (2), 

(3), (4), (5), or (6) of this section-, or paragraph (2) of section 354 of this 
title; or 

(8) is the spouse or child of ati American national by birth who while under 
the age of twenty-one years had his residence in the United States for a period or 
periods totaling ten years, and has h'is # residence abroad for the purpose of being 
with said spouse or parent; or 

(9) was born in the United States or one of its outlying possessions, who 
originally had American nationality and who, after having lost such nationality 
through marriage to an alien, reacquired, it; or 




(io) has,, by Act of Congress or by treaty, United States nationality solely 
by reason of former nationality and birth or residence in an area outside the con¬ 
tinental United States: Provided, That subsections (b) and (c) of section 404 of 
the Nationality Act of 1940, as amended (8 U.S.C. 804 (b) and (c)), shall not be 
held to be or to have been applicable to persons defined in this paragraph. 

Section 352 (A) (2) Not Applicable as to Certain Persons 

Sec. 354. Section 352 (a) (2) of this title shall have no application to a national— 

(1) who is a veteran of the Spanish-American War, World War I, or World War II, 
and the- spouse, children* and dependent parents of such veteran whether such resi¬ 
dence in the territory of a foreign state or states commenced before or after the 
effective date of this Act: Provided, That any such veteran who upon the date' of 

the enactment of this Act has had his residence continuously in the territory of ,a 
foreign, state of which he was formerly a national or in which the place of his birth 
is situated for three years or more, and who has retained his United States nation¬ 
ality solely by reason of the provisions of section 406 (h} of the Nationality Act 
of 1940, shall not be subject to the provisions or requirements of Section 352 (a) 

Cl) qf this title: Provided further. That the provisions of section 404 (c) of the 
Nationality Act of 1940, as amended, shall not be held to be or to have been appli¬ 
cable t.o veterans of World War II; 

(2) who has established to the satisfaction of the Secretary of State, as 
evidenced by possession of a valid unexpired United States passport or other valid 
dqcument issued by the Secretary of State, that his residence is temporarily outside 
of the United States for the purpose of (A) carrying on a commercial enterprise 
which in the opinion of the Secretary of State will directly and substantially 
benefit American trade or commerce; or (B) carrying on scientific research on behalf 
of an. institution accredited by the Secretary of State and engaged in research which 
in the opinion of the Secretary of State is directly and substantially beneficial to 
the interests of the United States; or (C) engaging in such work or activities, under 
such unique or unusual circumstances, as may be determined by the Secretary of State 
to be directly and substantially beneficial to the interests of the United States; 

(3) who is the widow or widower of a citizen of the United States and who has 
attained the age of sixty years, an'd who has had a residence outside of the United 
States and its outlying possessions for a period of not less than ten years during 
all of which period a marriage relationship has existed with a spouse who has had 

a residence outside of the United States and its outlying possessions in an occupa¬ 
tion or capacity of the type designated in paragraphs (1), (2), tq.), or (5) (A) 

of section 353, or paragraphs (1), (2), or (4) of this section; 

(4) who’has attained the age of sixty years, and has had a residence outside 
of the United States and its outlying possessions for not less than ten years during 
all of which period he has been engaged in an occupation of the type designated 

in paragraphs (1), (2), or (4) of section 353, or paragraph (2) of this section, 
and Who is in .bona fide retirement from such occupation; or 

(5) who shall have had his residence in the United States for not less than 
twenty-five years subsequent to his naturalization and prior to the establishment 
of his foreign residence. 

Los# of American Nationality Through Parent's Expatriation; Not Effective 
Until Person Attains Age of Twenty-Five Years 

Sec. 355. A person having United States nationality, who is under the age of 
twenty-one and whose residence is in a foreign state with or under the legal custody 
of a parent who hereafter loses United States nationality under section 350 or 352 of 
this title, shall also lose his United States nationality if such person has or acquires 
the nationality of such foreign state: Provided, That, in such case, United States 
nationality shall not be lost as the result of loss of United States nationality by the 
parent unless and until the person attains the age of twenty-five years without having 
established his residence in the United States, 
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Nationality Lost Solely From Performance of Acts or 
Fulfillment of Conditions 

Sec. 356. The loss bf nationality under this chapter shall result solely from 
the performance by a national of the acts or fulfillment of the conditions specified 
in this chapter. 


Application of Treaties; Exceptions 

Sec. 357. Nothing in this title shall be applied in contravention of the provi¬ 
sions of any treaty or convention to which the United States is a party and which has 
been ratified by the Senate upon the effective date of this title: Provided, however , 
That no woman who was a national of the United States shall be deemed to have lost her 
nationality solely by reason of her marriage to an alien on or after September 22, 1922, 
or to an alien racially ineligible to citizenship on or after March 3, 1931, or, in the 
case of a woman who was a United States citizen at birth, through residence abroad 
following such marriage, notwithstanding the provisions of any existing treaty or 
convention. 

TITLE IV—MISCELLANEOUS 

Sec. 402. (j) Public Law 114, Eigh-ty-second Congress, first session, is hereby 

amended .to read as follows: 

"That a person who, while a citizen of the United States, has lost citizenship of 
the United States solely by reason of having voted in a political election or plebiscite 
held in Italy between January 1., 1946, and April 18, 1948, inclusive, and who has not 
subsequent to such voting committed any act which, had he .remained a citizen, would 
have operated to expatriate him, may be naturalized by taking, prior to two years from 
the enactment of this Act, before any naturalization court specified in subsection (a) 
of section .310 of the Immigration and Nationality Act, or before any diplomatic or 
consular officer of the United States abroad, the oath required by section 337 of the 
Immigration and Nationality Act. Certified copies of such oath shall be sent by such 
diplomatic or consular officer or such court to the Department of State and to the 
Department'of Justice. Such person shall have, from and after naturalization under 
this section, the same citizenship status as that which existed immediately prior to 
i^-S'jloss: Provided, That no. such person shall be eligible to take the oath required by 
section 337 of the Immigration, and Nationality Act unless he shall first'take an oath 
before any-naturalization court specified in subsection (a) of section 310 of the 
Immigration and Nationality Act, or before any diplomatic or consular officer of the 
United States abroad, that he has done nothing to promote the cause of communism. The 
illegal or fraudulent procurement of naturalization under this amendment shall be sub¬ 
ject to cancellation in the same manner as provided in section 340 of the Immigration 
and Nationality Act.

'This newspaper olip¬ 
ping > from the'Sioux City Journal and Tribune dated September 4, 
1931# is quoted verbatim below: 

,l A Sioux Uity law student, George Koval, 619 Virginia Street, 
was booked for investigation, at the county jail Friday, sus¬ 
pected of inciting a ‘raid’'on the office of Charles Lebeck, 
county overseer of the poor. 

"Backed by 50 men who twice stormed the overseer r s office late 
Thursday afternoon, Koval told Sheriff Lavenport he would 
Consider ^withdrawing his forces'from the office, after the 
sheriff had told him to stay away. 

"Koval identified himself as 1 legal'counsel * for the Unemployed 
Council, a communist group with headquarters at 510 Fifth Street. 

"The group entered. OverBeer Lebeck ! s office and demanded" room 
and lbdging for two middleaged women who, Koval said# had been i 
ousted from a local hotel and had no place to go, 

"Lebeck said he would take care'of the two destitute women but 
saw no reason why the men should be there to enforce the de¬ 
mands. Ho then invited the group to leave his office, assuring 
them'he would provide quarters for the women. Koval said they * 
would return.

"FREED YOUTH TELLS STORY 

Asserts He Threatened Ho One in Office of Poor Overseor 

"Another side of the story about the delegation of persons who 
went to the office of Charles Lebeck, county"overseer of the 
poor Thursday afternoon to seek aid for two destitute women, 
was relatod by George Koval, 19 years old, upon his release 
from the county jail. 

"Koval Was arrested by Sheriff John Davenport Thursday after¬ 
noon and'accused of threatening violence in the offico of the 
oversoer"; He was. released Friday evening. Kovalts account of 
the incidont follows : 

"’TTho"committee of 50 filed into Lobock’s Office and demanded" 
immediate aid for two destitute women whom Lebeck had refused 
to help on Tuesday, sending them to the police station for 
temporary relief only, when they needod support until they 
could get work, 

" f It was"not until confronted by a mass delegation from the'.un~ 
■employed council that Mr. Lebeck gave any promises of help. He 
did not ask for time to investigate these women, 

DENIES THREATS 

"*Mr". Lebeck insisted"that Mrs, Fairman was not a resident of 
Woodbury County and did not consent to look further into the 
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matter"although later investigation by the committee gave ever,'- 
indication feat Mrs, Fairman was a citizen of this county, 

”%hon Lebeck said that it would take some time for him to make 
arrangements for caring for the women, as Spokesman, I asked if 
there would be any objection to waiting and the overseer 'did 
not refuse that request, HoweVer, at the further suggestion 
by the"committee 'that they leave and later return he readily 
assured them that this would be all right, Mo one ’became 
abusive’ or"uttered ’threats, of violence’ on leaving or at any 
other time during the interview,- 

’’’Upon its return, the committee was met by Sheriff Davenport 
and several"deputies who drove the crowd from the courthouse 
and escorted me to Davenport"*s office, where the sheriff of¬ 
fered to let me go if I would promise to stay away from the" 
courthouse, which I refused" to do, I wad then locked up and 
the next morning was taken downstairs and Davenport again of¬ 
fered tt5 release'me if I would pr'omise to get out of the un¬ 
employed council, I again refused,’” 

Deputy Sheriff JOHN ZECIiMAN, Identification Office, Woodbury 
County Sheriff’s Office, Sioux City, Iowa, on March 9, 1955 Pro¬ 
duced the arrest"card for subject GEORGE KOVAL. This .indicated

of anyone named KOVAL in their card index system, which was started 
in 1940. 
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Detective Sergeant MARVIN S. LAMBERT, SiouX City, Iowa, Police 
Department, on March 9, 1955 advised he had been on the police 
force in 1931' and recalled softie trouble at the Overseer of the 
Poor*s office, however, he did not know the subject of'recall any" 
of the details in connection with the subjects arrest.

1954• Mr, CORNWELL stated they have no record in their files of 
GEORGE KOVAL or anyone named KOVAL,.. 

Employment 

Records of the Manhattan Engineering District, Security Pile, dis¬ 
closed that from 1933 to 1936 the subject listed employment at 
the Square Deal Company, 928-4th Street, Sioux City, Iowa, 

Mr,-MAX DERVIN, 3532'Virginia StPeet,pr.oprietor of the Badgerow " 
Building Barber Shop, Sioux City, Iowa, on March 10, 1955 advised 
GEORGE KOVAL was a nephew of HARRY GURSHTEL, former'proprietor' 
of the Square Deal* Clothing Company,"located at 928-4th Street, 
Sioux City; Iowa, Mr, DERVIN advised he was acquainted"with the 
subject and other members of the KOVAL family and he did not know 
of the subject ever working at the Square.Deal Clothing Company " 
and was positive the subject did not work there during the period 
1933-1936. 

Mr - ; BEN KAPLAN, proprietor, Boston Cleaners, 924-4th Street, home 
address 821-14th Street, Sioux City, Iowa, on March 10, 1955 ad¬ 
vised he is acquainted with the KOVAL family, however, ho could 
not specifically"identify'the sub ject"GEORGE KOVAL from among the 
other KOVAL children. Etc* KAPLAN stated the Square Deal"Clothing

GTJRSHTEL had been a Communist, particularly due to his interest in 
Icor, as in his opinion, anyone interested in returning to Russia 
as advocated by Icor must be a Communist. 

In February,-19417 Confidential Informant Omaha T-2, of known re¬ 
liability, advised HARRY GTJRSHTEL, 928~4th Street, proprietor of 
Harry's Square Deal Clothing Store at that address, was a Com¬ 
munist. 

On June 21, 194-0, Mr. SAM LEVICH,. 917-14th Street, Sioux City, ~ 
Iowa, informed SA J. A. THOMPSON that the individual who operated 
a clothing establishment at 928-4th Street was disseminating"Com¬ 
munist literature. The 1940 Sioux City City Directory listed 
HARRY'GTJRSHTEL as the proprietor of the clothing store at 928-4th 
Street. 

On December l6,'1940, Mr 7 EDDIE POX, formerly of the Sioux City 
Sewer Department, advised SA HAYNE A. "THOMPSON that HARRY' GTJREnTELj 
proprietor of Harry*s Square Deal Clothing Company, 928-4th Street, 
was a Communist* 

In November, 1941# Miss DOROTHY'MERLIN, Secretary, Jewish Com¬ 
munity Center, Sioux City, Iowa, informed SA HAYNE A. THOMPSON 
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that Icor was an organization which had allegedly been formed fai¬ 
th e purpose of aiding and assisting Jewish- colonization of the Biro 
lBid jan Regj.cn of Russia, but had not been in active" op oration in 
Sioux City* Iowa for the past five years. She'stated she did hot * 
have a complete list of the membership of icor. Hiss MERLIN stated 
several members of the"Jewish Community Center had been strongly 
opposed to the Icor and had refused to permit the use of the Jewish 
Community Center as a meeting place for this group.. 

Miss MERLIN produced a letter from the Icor Committee to the 
Jewish Community Center, written in connection with the refusal 
to permit the Icor to meet at the -Jewish Community Center. One 
of the three signers of this letter was HARRY GURSHTEL. 

The report of the Massachusetts House Committee on Un-American ' 
Activities report 1938* pages 228, 229 and 568 relative to Icor, 
read as follows i 

”Icor, with headquarters in New York City *has as its purpose 
the colonization and support of Biro-Bidjan*, one of the Soviet 
Socialist Republics within Soviet Russia. It has Communist 
support and *in turn supports the Communist Party r , It Is 
listed in the Cash-Receipt record of the Communist Party of 
Boston for 1937,"

through 1955* indicates the listing of "ABR.'KOVAL, 619 Virginia” 
in the 1929, 1930, 1931 and 1932 Directories. 

On"March 9, 1°55; Mrs. GERTRUDE HEITRITTER^ Clerk, Woodbury County 
Auditor*s Office, Sioux City, Iowa, advised that 619-Virginia ' 
Strbet is described"in the-official fecords"as Lot 5, Block 48^ ' 
Middle Sioux City Addition, and that, according to their records, 

A. KOVAL acquired this property'on'December 3C; 1922 by warranty 
deed from GURI HELENE_ JORGENSON, Et All This deed was filed'on' 
March 7* 1923, Mrs, HEITRITTER advised the records’reflect that 
A, KOVAL and ETHEL KOVAL"transferred this property to'GOLDIE " " 
GURSHTEL by Warranty deed dated May 27, 1932, however, she pointed 
out this deed was not filed until September 29, 1936. 

Mr.. MOSE'YANNEY, Deputy Recorder, Office, of the Woodbury County 
Recorder, Sioux City, Iowa, on March 9, 1955 advised, the warranty 
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deer! giving A, ’KOVAL title to'this property is filed in Deed 
Record Lots No, 167* page 46?* and is Docket No, 4139* 

Mr, YANCEY advised that by warranty“deed of May 27, 1932, A, 
KOVAL and wife, ETHEL, transferred their ownership"in this'pro- 
party to GOLDIE GURSHTEL for $1.00 and other consideration,' with 
the stipulation that GOLDIE GURSHTEL was tb assume the mortgage 
of record on'this property?, This is“rocorded in Deed Record 
Lots No, 222, page 135, and is Docket No, 21424 . 

Mr, YANNEY pointed out that although this warranty deed is dated 
May 27, 1932, it was not filed until 3-100 P.M., September 29, 


Mr. YANNEY stated that'Docket No, 8097, recorded in Deed Record 
Lots No. 252, page 372, indicates GOLDIE GURSHTEL and husband, 
HARRY GURSHTEL, gave the warranty deed covering this proporty to 
IDA L.'SEFF, which Warranty deed is dated May 13, 1943. This'war¬ 
ranty deed was filed in the Recorders Office on May 13, 1943. 

Mri^YiiNNEY, on^March 10, 1955, produced record^ pertaining to 
the mortgage given by A. KOVAL, which is recorded in Mortgage Re¬ 
cords Lots No,.

calism. Mr. ZECHMAN advised he was in the Sheriff’s Office and 
had taken part in a raid on a home located at 522 Wall Street* " 
Sioux City* Iowa* at which time PAUL"SILVER and others were holding 
a Communist Party meeting." He stated that a vast amount of Corn- 
mtinist Party'litorature and pamphlets were seized on the occasion 
of this raid, however, they were,subsequently destroyed and"he was 
unable to describe the articles seized. Mr. ZECHMAITadvised"the 
charges against SILVER and the others arrested were dismissed on

He 
stated, the subjects father had been a carpenter, who was in 
rather poor financial circumstances*'" The subject, had an uncle, ' 
HARRY GURSHTEL, who operated' the Square Deal Clothing Store. Mr. 
LEFKO slated the subject* his entire family and the HARRY GURSHTEL 
family did not mix with the Jewish pe.ople in’ tftiB community inas¬ 
much as they did not attend' the synagogue and did hot frequent 
Jewish social events. LEPKO ;s,tated the subject had finished high 
school, had gone to the University and" in about" 1932 or 1933 the 
subject and"the entire KOVAL family had returned to Russia, Mr.. 
LEPKO" stated he definitely recalled while'he and the subject were 
attending high school* subject KOVAL would frequently talk about 
Russia claiming that there was a Utopia in Russia as far as the 
Jews were concerned, that he and his family were eventually going 
back to" Russia, that they would get a quantity of land given bo 
them and they would start a new way of life. Mr. LEPKO stated 
KOVAL was very emphatic - in his statements as to Russia, the ad¬ 
vantages over the United States as far as the poor person was con¬ 
cerned, and felt that the subject was thoroughly imbued with" a 
love for Russia. LEPKO stated he is positive the subject and the 
entire family went to Russia, as it was common .talk among people 
in the KOVAL neighborhood. He was likewise positive that neither 
the subject, nor any member ofhis family, had ever returned to 
Sioux City, Iowa. Mr, LEPKO identified the photograph of the sub¬ 
ject taken in 1948 as a very close resemblance to his recollection 
of the subject.

up engineering and ho had told him the reason he was taking' 
engineering was to prepare himself' for a job in Russia. Mr. KLASS 
stated, he has £ definite recollection while attending high school 
the subject had praised Russia -and what it was doing for the com¬ 
mon man and how hard it Was for the common man In the Unitod 
States. Mr. KLASS stated he definitely recalled the subject"tel¬ 
ling him that^he and. his family were going back to Russia and. to 
the best of his knowledge and beliefs; the subject and the entire 
KOVAL family left Sioux City-,- Iowa, in 1932 or 1933 and have never 
returned to Sioux City, Iowfc* nor has he-ever heard of this family 
ever returning to the United States. 

Mr. KLASS, upon viewing the photograph of the subject, taken in 
1948, stated it is a good likeness of his recollection of the 
subject* 


On March 10, 1955a Mr. MAX DERVIN, mentioned above, stated, he had' 
been'well"acquainted with the subject and the entire KOVAL family. 
He advised the sub joct*s'father was a carpenter and the subject 
had two brothers, one older and one younger". DERVIN advised the 
subject had finished Central High School and gone to the Univer¬ 
sity of Iowa to take engineering. 'Ho statod~he did not recall the 
subject ever working in Sioux City, Iowa, and in about 1932 the 
subject and the entire family returned to Russia. 


• J^RVIN aclvised, the subjects father and subject »s uncle, HARRY 
GURSHTEL, had. been very active-in a“commi1ifcee fbr the resettlement 
of the Jewish people in the Biro-Bldjan Region in Russia". He ad¬ 
vised both the subject’s father and"the subject?s uncle distri- 
r f lat i V0 to Biro-Bid jan and did"'considerable 
£«S?S/ e J at:L I Q th ? b ® n0fi ts of the Biro-Bidjan area and the 
benefits of returning to Russia.. Mr. DERVIN stated he had not 
approved of the Biro-Bidjan program, consequently, he had not en- 

th^eior fl e h ith ^ th0 A UbjOCt,S fa ther“or. uncle i/this matter, 2Sd 
therefore he did not have very much detail op. this matter. 


f stated that after the KOVAL family returned to Russia,

With -HARRY GURSHTEL he had. learned that GURSHTEL had heard from the 
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KOVAL family and that they ha* advised GURSHTEL the boys had been 
Sent to.school by the government, and to the best of his knowledge 
and belief, it was. an engineering school in Moscow, 

Mr, DERVIN stated his recollection was that immediately after the 
KOVAL family^had" returned to Russia, GURSHTEL spoke quite highly 
of tho KOVALs and their situation in Russia^ howover, as"time went 
by he stopped talking about them. He stated. GURSHTEL had never 
at any time made any mention about, the subject or any member of 
the family returning to this country,. 

Mr, DERVIN stated the three sisters -of the subject’s father, Mrs* 
SARAH BSC-IM, Mrs. PEARL SILVER and Mrs. GOLDIE GURSHTEL, together 
with HARRY GURSHTEL,- all reside in Los" Angeles, California. lie 
stated HARRY GURSHTEL is very well to do and is reported to be 
operating a parking lot in downtown Los Angeles. Mr * DERVIN, upon 
viewing the photograph of the subject taken in 191*8, advised there 
is a' strong"family resemblance in this photograph, however., he 
could not identify it as the subject. 

Mr* and Mrs. BEST KAPLAN, 821-llj.th Street, proprietor Boston 
Cleaners, 92i|-i|th Street, Sioux City, Iowa, on March 10 and 11, 1955 
advised they had been in their"present location since"1920. They 
advised HARRY GURSHTEL operated a clothing store two doors east 
for.many years, until about 191*8. They advised, they could hot " 
definitely recall the subject, howover, they were acquainted with 
the ABRAM KOVAL family^ ABRAM KOVAL being a brother of GOLDIE 
GURSHTEL. They advised that KOVAL was a carpenter who lived at 
6th and Virginia Streets and in about 1932'Or 1933' the*" entire KOVAL 
family, consisting of ABRAM KOVAL, his wife,- ETHEL, and'children 
returned to the Biro-Bid jan colony in Russi’a*. They stated none of 
the KOVALs had ever been back in Sioux City since that time. Mr, 
KAPLAN stated, that 'at first when the KOVALs had returned to Russia, 
HARRY GURSHTEL would remark that'he had heard from the KOVALs and 
they liked it in Russia, however, as time went by~he no longer 
talked about the'KOVALs and no one else has talked to him about 
the KOVAL family. 

Mr, KAPLAN stated HARRY GURSHTEL and ABRAM KOVAL had. been active 
in the Icor, which advocated return to Biro-Bidjan, Russia, He 
stated, in"about 1934s HARRY and GOLDIE GURSHTEL made a trip to 
Russia and when they came back, they"telked about how good things 
wore in Russia^ however, GURSHTEL did not say where in Russia he 
had been, nor did he say he had seen the KOVAL family* Mr, and Mrs. 
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KAPLAN were exhibited the photograph of the subject* however, they 
were unable to identify it, stating that they had not known the 
subject well enough at the time he left Sioux City to identify 
the photograph. 

On March 10, 1955* Mr-. EDWARD E.- BARON, an attorney with" offices 
at 323 Francis Building^ Sioux City, Iowa, advised he did not know 
subject KOVAL, nor could he recall anyone named KOVAL'formerly re¬ 
siding in Sioux City, Iowa, Mr-. BARON stated he would contact'an 
old man presently in the hospital'With a heart attack"who would 
undoubtedly know the KOVAL family, however,'he pointed oufc that 
the ■ sick man could not have other visitors. 

On March 11, 1955* Mr. BARON- advised he had talked to Mr. I. 

SINGER, age 70* presently"confined in the Methodist Hospital with 
a heart attack. H e stated Mr. SINGER had informed him ABRAM KOVAL 
was^a brother-in-law of HARRY GURSHTEL; that the entire KOVAL 
family had returned to the Biro-Bidjan Region of Russia over 
twenty years ago. He stated ABRAM"KOVAL had one son, whose nam'e 
he could not recall, who had. attended the University of Iowa and ' 
who was an "out and but Communist who spoke on the street corners." 
Mr. SINGER further advised Mr. BARON that none of the KOVAL family 
had ever been known to return to this country and they had never 
been seen in Sioux City since they left. 

Mr. BARON stated he still could not place the KOVAL family, how¬ 
ever, he had been President of the Jewish Community Center in the 
1930‘s and recalled the"difficulty they had had relative to the " 
Icor-organization headed by HARRY GURSHTEL, which organization ad¬ 
vocated the return to Russia. 

Mr. JAKE SHAPIRO, proprietor, Sioux City Paper and Barrel Company, 
120 0"Street, home"address 1123-llth Street, Sioux City, Iowa, in¬ 
formed oh March 11, 1955 that he'had known subject KOVAL‘s father 
but could not recall the subject. Mr. SHAPIRO stated the subjects 
father was a brother" of Mrs". GOLDIE GURSHTEL* that ABRAM KOVAL and 
HARRY GURSHTEL had advocated and circulated literature for Biro- 
Bid jan, a resettlement project in Russia. He stated" the entire 
KOVAL family, consisting of ABRAM KOVAL, his wife and sons, had. 
returned to Russia in the early 1930‘s and he had never heard from 
or about the KOVAL family since that-time. 

Mr". GEORGE FEINBERG* proprietor, Sioux City Furniture Company; i].th 
and Court Streets, Sioux City, Iowa, on March 11, 1955 advised 
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he could not recall the subject or the. KOVAL family, R ? 
he could contact his uncle; who Is seriously ill and not expectod 
to live, as his uncle tiould probably recall-the KOVAL f^ily. Mr * 
FEINBERG contacted his uncle> JACOB SHINDLERj whoinformed Mr • 

FEINBERG the KOVAL family had left Sioux City in the early 1930 s 
and had. gone'tb'Russia"to resettle in the Biro-Bidjan area. Hr. 
FEIMBERG stated, according to' his uncle," no one has ever heard 
from the KOVAL family sinbe- that time ;and there were rumors that 
the KOVALs had been killed.' However, this was a generalized rumor 
pertaining to all people whb had returned to Russia. and was not 
a specific statement as to the KOVAL family, according to Mr. 

FEINBERG. 

Mr. DAVID J. ALBERT,. Vice-President, .and General Manager'of the 
Kaplan.Wholesale Grocery Company, 11th and Wall Streets,'home 
address 2807 Valley Drive, Sioux City, Iowa, on March 11, 1955 ad¬ 
vised he recalls a GEORGE KOVAL in his graduating class from high 
school, however, he could no longer recall anything about him. H 
stated the photograph of GEORGE KOVAL, taken m 194°> slightly 
familiar, however, he could not positively identify the subject. 

He further stated he could not recall anything about the subject 
or his family. 

Mr. BERNARD LIPMAN, proprietor, Lipman*s Variety Stored 822 West 
7th Street, Sioux City, Iowa, on March-11, 1955 advised he could 
not recognize' photograph of the subj'ect, nor could he recall the 
name of KOVAL, who apparently graduated in his same class at 
Central High School. 

Mr. WILLIAM AMSLER, Comptroller; Windcharger Corporation, Sioux 
City, Iowa, on March 11, 1955 advisbd he could.not recognize^the 
photograph of the subj’ect, nor could~he recognize the name oi 
KOVAL as one xtfho had been in his graduating class at Central High 
School, 

The following investigation was conducted by SA CLIVE G. MATTHEWS:. 

RICHARD B. MILLER, Electrical Engineeremployed by the low a-Illi¬ 
nois Electric Company, Davenport; Iowa, and who resides at 1011 
West 16 th Street; Was interviewed on February l4>195.5 . ^ I ^ ER , 
advised he attended the State University of loWa from the fall of 
1930 until the'spring of 1935 when he was graduated with a Mastbr of 
Science Degree". He stated he was m the College of Electrical 
Engineering and had a wide acquaintance'among his 

fellow students at the time. He stated* however, that the name of 
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the subject is entirely unfamiliar to him 'and that the possibility 
exists that he might have known'him casually but that any ac¬ 
quaintance hb•'might have had with the subject would have been very 
casual indeed, in view of'the fact that he is not now even able to 
recall the subject*s name. 

Mr. MILLER further advised there It another 1 " employee of this same 
company named LEO MILLER who attended the State university of Iowa 
and who is at'this time an Engineering Superintendent for the 
above company. He"contacted. LEO MlLLER, however, he was advised 
that'LEO MILLER had never heard of anyone by the name of the sub¬ 
ject* to the best of his recollection. 

ADAM C. ROTH, Transmission Engineer* Stanley Engineering Company, 
who resides at 806 Cedar Street, advised that he matriculated at the 
Stat'e university of Iowa In the fall of 1930 and was graduated from 
the College of Electrical Engineering in the spring of 1934 with 
a Bachelor of Science Degree. He stated that the name GEORGE 
KOVAL” is very faintly and vaguely familiar to him and he asso¬ 
ciates this name With an individual whom he probably knew only by 
sight while attending the State University of Iowa", He.said, how¬ 
ever, that he never knew KOVAL personally and could definitely 
state that he was never in a position to have acquired any in¬ 
formation concerning him. 

Confidential Informant Omaha T~4> of known reliability, a^self- 
admitted former member of the Commuhist Party, USA, at and in the 
vicinity of Muscatine, Iowa, advised that the name of the subject 
is entirely unfamiliar to him. 

The following investigation was conducted by SA EARL H* WILLIAMS: 

On December 23, 1954, JACK SAYRE, Departmental ManagerIowa Power 
and Light Company, Des Moines, Iowa^ advised, he recalled “one of 
his classmates named KOVAL but"could not recall his first name or 
any information of value regarding him.' He stated he did not asso¬ 
ciate with KOVAL, except as a classmate,and could furnish no in¬ 
formation regarding his background. 

On December 23, 1954, NATHAN KAIMAN, Vice-President,"Keith Electric 
Company, 1213 Walnut Street, Des Moines/ Iowa,advised he recalled 
the subject as GEORGE KOVAL, but'know nothing regarding his back¬ 
ground; Ho~stated as he'recalled, the subject roomed at the Quad¬ 
rangle,student quarters jbut he had no association with him,. He Sd-- 
vised he did not think the subject was graduated. He advised he had 
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novor had anything to do with"the subject except to discuss 
ongirieering"mattbrs with him during their attendance at tho.col- 
lege* "He advised he. knew of no other names used b^" the subject,- 
nor did he know of any brothers or other background on him. 

KAtMAN stated, he recalled that when he returned to the Universlty 
of Iowa in the fall of"1933* someone had writton him and stated 
that KOVAL had returned to Russia With his paronts. He stated^he 
knew nothing other than this regarding the rumor" of his returning 
to Russia. 'Ho statod he could not .recall who had writton him this 
information. 

Confidential Informant Omaha TS*5, of known reliability* advised he 
had never heard of the subject being associated with any mombors of 
tho Communist Party, USA- in Des Moines ? Iowa. 

The following was conducted by SA HAYNE A. THOMPSON: 

Passport Applications 

Miss' ESTHER ANDERSON, Deputy Clerk, U. S. District Court, Sioux 
City, Iowa, on March 8, 1955 produced Cashbook Record covering 
the period Mhrch 23, 1929 through April, 1935* A cash receipt 
ontry under date of'May 13, 1932 reflects Passport Application 
made by ABRAM KOVAL, Miss ANDERSON advised it was necessary to 
list all the members of the KOVAL family in a Passport Application 

On March 11, 1955, -Miss"ESTHER ANDERSON produced the Cashbook Re¬ 
cord covering the'period from May, 1935 through March 31# 1944* 
and on page 18 of this book, under date of April 7# 1936, was an 
Application for a Passport by HARRY G-URSHTEL. 

The Cashbook'Records were checked from 1929 to 1940"for the fol¬ 
lowing names, without locating any Passport Application:

PAUL or PEARL SILVER 

SARAH or MORRIS BEGUN. 

Miss'ESTHER DONAHUE, Reporter, Sioux"City Credit Bureau,"Sioux 
City, IoWa, on March 14,- 1955 advised"they"have no record for any¬ 
one nhmed.

DETAILS: The|^*€cords of the Veterans Administration', 

252|Seventh Avenue,.New Yor^f New York, reviewed 
on March 25, 195|f-, : revealed' that GEO^SE KOVAL had been employed 
by the Medical Salvage Cbm ^any ^a^^f^ast 23^d Street, New York, 
New York, from February to March, 19^-7» 
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Mr. MILTON KRAMER, Manager; and Mrs. J. KRAMER, 
owner of the Medical’ Salvage Company;, Incorporated, 217 East 
23rd Street, New York, New. York, advised on February 10, 1951+ 
that they could identify the photograph of GEORGE KOVAL as 
being a part time employee who worked with their concern 
from November of 19lj-6 through February ll+, 191+7* Their 
records listed his name as GEORGE KOVAL, Social Security 
Number 052-18-0975, single and residing at 2001+ Valentine 
Avenue, Bronx, New York. He was attending some unknown school. 

Both Mr. and Mrs, KRAMER described subject as 
a very quiet individual, whom they could just barely recall, 
and stated he left that'establishment for another job which 
afforded him better hours for his schooling. 

Mr, KRAMER believed that they hired subject 
through a contact he had at the Veterans Administration, who 
recommended likely students for pant time work. He 
could recall no information concerning the subjectfs political 
sympathies nor did he know any further employment or background 
information concerning him. 

The files of the Passport Office, Department of 
State, Washington, D.C., reviewed by SA HAROLD E, CAMPBELL, JR., 
on July 27 August 2, 1951+, disclosed that in connection with 
Passport Number 170092> issued to the subject on March l5, 191+8, 
KOVAL listed HERBERT J, SANDBERG, 251+ West 98 th Street, New 
York, New York, as a witness. 

The files also contained a letter dated March 8, 
191+8, from the Atlas Trading Corporation, 17 Battery Place, 

New York, New York, signed by Mr. P. R. RINCONES, President, 
which stated KOVAL would act as a representative of the Atlas 
Trading Corporation, an export-import firm, on a commission 
basis in France, Be3g.um, Switzerland, and Poland, and requested 
the issuance of the necessary documents for KOVAL»S travel to 
these countries. 
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Mr. HERBERT CAHN, Treasurer, Atlas Trading 
Corporation, Room 134l> 17 Battery Place, New York, New York, 
advised on February 10, 1955 that he has been employed by the 
above concern since 1951* and had never known anyone by the 
name of GEORGE KOVAL as having been employed by that concern. 


s' He advised that the subject's photograph was totally unfamiliar 
^ to him and he permitted a review of payroll records for the 
entire year of 1948 x^hich did not disclose any employment 
record of the subject. 


Mr. CAHN advised that Mr. P. R. RINCONES departed 
_f>om the Atlas Trading Company in approximately 1949 selling 
out his interest in that year. 


The company was originally established by Mr. 
RINCONES in 1937, and this individual is currently residing 
in South America and is a member of the American Chamber 
<y£ Commerce in Venezuela. The record for RINCONES indicated 
Mr. PEDRO R, RINCONES BALDO resided at Post Office Box 
153, Caracas, Venezuela, telephone number 9-7327, and possible 
business address Edif. Coma III er Piso, Ibarras A. Pelote. 



Mr. CAHN added that the only other possible 
contact KOVAL_could have had with Atlas, not reflected in 
the above files, would have been as a commission agent and 
not as a direct representative. The only manner whereby 
this activity could be confirmed would be through a review 
of Atlas correspondence for the years 1948 and 19ij.9, and 
such correspondence is not presently available. 

Mr. S. NOGUERAS, an employee of Atlas Trading 
Company since 1947, was interviewed on February 10, 1955 
and furnished substantially similar information to that 
obtained from Mr. CAHN, and,added that he also was unable 
to identify subject by name or photograph. He had no knowledge 
of European representatives, either as commission agents lb* 1 
otherwise, having been engaged by the Atlas Company during' 

1948 and 1949, 6 


Mr. FRED BAUM, President of *Yblas Trading Corpora¬ 
tion, 17 Battery Place, New York, New York, advised on February 
24, 1955 that he had been employed by the Atlas Trading 
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Corporation since April, 191+7 and could not identify the 
subject by name or photograph as ever having been employed 
by that concern* He stated Atlas never had any business 
connections in Europe with the possible exception of minor 
dealings with England, nor did they ever try to develop any 
inasmuch as their activity s were confined primarily to 
South America* 

Mr, BAUM observed that Mr. RINCONES may have 
possibly used official stationery for correspondence in 
connection with KOVAL,but seriously doubted that KOVAL 
ever had any actual affiliation wxth Atlas* 

Mr. HERBERT J. SANDBERG-, Apartment 8F, l+5l East 
11+th Street f New York, New York, advised on February 23, 

1955 that he first met subject in the period from September, 

191+3 to June, 191+1+, when they were assigned to Army Specialized 
Training Program at the City College of New York, He renewed 
his acquaintance with subject in the Fall of 191+6,when he 
(SANDBERG-) began a teaching position at City College and 
KOVAL returned to obtain an electrical engineering degree. 

He had a casual social relationship with the subject from 
this period up'until the Spring of 191+8, when the subject- 
obtained a job in Europe,and he last heard from him by 
post card from Paris a month or two after KOVAL*S departure 
from the United States, He recalled that KOVAL had encountered 
some difficulty in obtaining his passport,due to the lack of 
birth'statistics, but finally obtained same by wiring some 
place, possibly in Denver, for the proper records*. 

SANDBERG stated that he,himself, had an acquaintance 
in a traye.1 agency and had imposed on her to use what influence 
she could to expedite KOVAL’S passport application, inasmuch 
as KOVAL had a reservation on the SS AMERICA some time in 
March, 191+8, which he did not want to lose. The acquaintance 
was unable to render any assistance, 

Mr, SANDBERG stated it was his impression the 
subject planned to engage in electrical work,in connection 
with the construction of some type of power firm in Poland 
by a United States concern. 
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He explained that he was never intimately 
acquainted with KOVAL, in that the latter was somewhat 
older than himself and the other group of individuals 
who were taMng this Army Training Program together and, 
consequently, while they maintained a friendly relationship, 
he never obtained complete background details concerning 
KOVAL. 


He stated that he recalled hearing that KOVAL 
had been assigned at Oak Ridge after leaving the College 
of the‘City of Hew York originally, and stated that he was 
very popular among the servicemen and also the students 
on his return, 

s an indication of his popularity, he was elected 
either president of his class or a member of an honorary 
fraternity. 


Being somewhat older, KOVAL exercised a moderating 
influence in virtually all forms of discussion, including 
those political, and there was never any question as to 
KOVAL’s loyalty towards the United States Government. 

During the period SANDBERG knew him, he resided 
at 200l(. Valentine Avenue in the Bronx. Just prior to his 
departure from the United States, KOVAL had been dating 
JEAN FINKLESTEIH of 128£ Morris Avenue, Hew York City, who 
later moved to 1002 North Townsend Avenue, Los Angeles 33, 
California. Mr. SANDBERG advised that he did not believe- 
the subject corresponded with her to any extent, as he 
recalled several contacts from her asking him whether he had 
any word from the subject. 

Mr, SANDBERG advised the subject was also socially 
acquainted with IRVING and DOROTHY WEISMAN, formerly residing 
at 965 Bruckner Boulevard, New York, New York, and was also 
friendly with JOHN W. BOZEMAN, currently employed at the 
Republic -aircraft Company and residing at 32 Henhawk Road, 
Baldwin, New York, telephone number BA 3-9037. BOZEMAN, 
according to SANDBERG, was in KOVAL’S Army Specialized Training 
Program class at the College of the City of New York, and may 
be aware of additional class members with whom KOVAL would be 
in contact with. 
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Mr. SANDBERG advfe ed that,in the event he 
received any additional information concerning the subject’s 
whereabouts or activities, he would notify the New York 
Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

The files of the New York Office contained no 
pertinent information which could be identified with JEAN 
FINICLESTEIN, JOHN ¥. BOZEMAN or IRVING & DOROTHY WEISMAN.

DETAILS; AT- WASHINGTON,. D.. C. • - . ' 

The -records of the Passport Office, Department of State, were - 
reviewed on April' 15,. 1955, and reflected, that the subject's father, 
ABRAM BERKO KOVAL, was issued Passport Number 1*99861 on May. lli, 1932.' 
This passport was issued for travel to England, Poland, and.Russia for 
the purpose of employment and included ABRAM BERKO KOVAL, ETHEL KOVAL, 
'his wife, and three sons, ISAIAH, GEORGE, and GABRIEL. The file 
revealed that ABRAM KOVAL was born on January 3, 1883, at Pinsk, Russia, 
and entered the United States in 1910, and had resided in Sioux City, 
Iofcra, from 1910 to 1932. His wife, ETHEL KOVAL, was born on August 10, 
1091, at Pinsk, Russia. ABRAM listed his children as ISAIAH, born oh 
November 22, 1912| GEORGE, born December 25, 1913} and GABRIEL, born. 
January 25, 1919j all at Sioux City,- Iowa. ABRAM KOVAL's address in 
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1932 was listed as 619J Virginia Avenue, Sioux City, Iowa. He indicated 
in his passport application that he intended to depart from the United 
States on approximately June 1, 1932. Identifying witness on the passport 
application was GOLDIE GURSHIEL, 2028 Jones Street, no town or state 
indicated. ABRAM KOVAL applied for instant passport at the United States 
District Court, Sioux City, Iowa, on May 13, 1932. ABRAM KOVAL was 
described in his passport application as follows; h9 in 1932; 5 feet 
9 inches tall; dark brown hair, graying; brown eyes; occupation, carpenter. 

The records of the Passport Office, Department of State, contain 
no information rel'ating to the return to the United States of the" subject 
or any of the members of his immediate family. 

On April 28, 1955-. Special Employee PAUL G. MITCHELL reviewed the 
naturalization file on the subject's; father, ABRAM B. KOVAL, at the Central 
Office of the Immigration and Naturalization Service. The file reflected 
that ABRAM B„ KOVAL was born on January 3, I883, at Pinsk, Russia, and was 
naturalized on September 8,- 1919, at the United States District Court, 
Woodbury County, Sioux City, Iowa. KOVAL’s address was listed as 1013 
Virginia Street, Sioux City, Iowa. TNS records revealed that KOVAL was 
married to ETHEL KOVAL, who was born on August 16, I89O, and that he 
arrived in the United States on April 28, 1910, at Galveston, Ttexg is. His 
family included ISIAL , born July-pH,' 1912; GEORGE, born December 25, 19lU; 
and GABRIEL, born January 25, 1919; all in the state of Iowa, city not 
indicated. ABRAM KOVAL'S INS file contained no information of a derogatory 
nature, and there was no evidence of loss of citizenship. 

The files of T-l, another government agency that conducts 
personnel and security-type investigations, reviewed on April 8, 1955s 
contained no information relating to the subject or any of the members of 
his immediate family. 

On May 12, 1955s Special Employee PAUL G. MITCHELL caused a 
search to be made of INS records at the Central Office and no identifiable 
record was located for the subject.

HERBERT J. SANDBERG, Apartment 8F, 451 East 14th

GUTHEIL and DANIEL A. FLYNN on May 18, 1955; and advised 
the following! 

He has no knowledge regarding the present 
whereabouts of the subject. His last’communication from 
the subject was a postcard from Paris, France, postmarked 
during the Fall of 1948* This postcard, which has been 
destroyed, neither reflected a return address, nor information 
pertinent to the subject’s activities or employment, 

KOVAL possibly has been employed in the construction 
of an electrical power plant in Poland, which assumption 
is based upon KOVAL’s statements made prior to his departure 
from the United States concerning his anticipated employment 
abroad, The circumstances leading to the subjects employe 
me’nt abroad are unknown, In retrospect, the fact that 
KOVAL was vague and evasive concerning his departure from

information regarding the subject's activities at CCNY during 
the period of his assignment with the ASTP. 

Regarding JEAN FINKLESTEIN, mentioned above, it 
is noted that when SANDBERG was originally interviewed by 
SA H, E. HINDERLITER on February 23, 1935# he advised that 
the subject had been dating her just prior to his departure 
from the United States in 1943* 

During the occasion of his interview on February 23, 
1955# SANDBERG also advised SA HINDERLITER that IRVING 
WEISMAN, 9-65 Bruckner Boulevard, Bronx, New York, is a 
former acquaintance of the subject and knew the subject at 
CCNY during the period 1943-1944 and 1946-1948, 

INFORMATION FURNISHED BY JOHN W» BOZEMAN 

HERBERT J* SANDBERG advised SA Hi E. HINDERLITER 
on February 23, 1955# that JOHN W. BOZEMAN, 32 Henhawk 
Road, Baldwin, New York, was a member of the subject's 
AS^P class at CCNY and might be in a position to furnish 
pertinent information regarding KOVAL's former associates 
and past activities. 
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On May 4> 19E>5>, JOHN ¥. BOZEMAN was interviewed 
at his place of employment. Republic Aviation, Guided 
Missile Division, Hicksville, New York, by SA. JOHN V, 

GRIFFIN and advised the following: 

He was in the subject’s ASTP class at CCNY from. 
September, 1943 to September, 1944* After the completion 
of the course, he believed the subject was assigned to 
Oak Ridge, Tennessee* He met him after World War II In 
194° a When the subject returned to CCNY for the completion 
of his education* At that time the subject was working 
for some X-ray laboratory and attending CCNY. He has not 
heard from the subject since 194& and does not know where 
he is'at this time or where he was employed after 194&. 

While at CCNY, the subject was a brilliant student, 
and it is believed by BOZEMAN that Professor HAROLD WOLF, 

CCNY, would remember KOVAL. The subject was friendly with 
students at CCNY named ARNOLD KRAMISH, FRED VREELAND and 
(FNU) FISHER* KRAMISH is presently working for the 
Atomic Energy Commission, location unknown, and VREELAND 
and FISHER are working for the Atomic Energy Commission at 
Oak Ridge, Tennessee. 

Based upon his association with the subject, 

BOZEMAN is of the opinion that KOVAL was a loyal American 
citizen concerning whom he cannot recall derogatory 
information. 

The indices of the N e w. York Office, Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, on May 9, 195>5>, reflected no derogatory infor¬ 
mation that could be determined identifiable with ARNOLD 
KRAMISH, FRED VREELAND and Professor HAROLD WOLF on the 
basis of background information presently known for those 
individuals. 

INFORMATION FFRNISHED BY IRVING WEISMAN 

IRVING WEISMAN was contacted at his -place of 
employment, Hudson Laboratories, Columbia University, Dobbs 
Ferry, New York, by SAS WALTER C. GTJTHEIL and WILLIAM D. 

DONOHUE on May 2-R, 19and advised the following; 
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He met the subject at CCNY during the Fall, of 
1943 while he and the latter were members of the ASTP and 
was in contact -with KOVAL until June, 1944# which time 
the subject was assigned to the Atomic Energy *' v 
installation at Oak Ridge, Tennessee* After World War II, 
he renewed his acquaintance with KOVAL when the latter 
returned to CCNY in the Fall of 1946 complete his 
studies for a Bachelor of Electrical Engineering Degree. 

He was in contact with KOVAL from 1946 through the Fall of 
1948# at which time the subject departed the United States 
in conjunction with employment recalled to be connected 
with an ’’electrical power development in Poland* ” 

His contact with KOVAL during the latter’s 
United States Army service as a member of the ASTP, CCNY, 
was restricted to a "fellow-student” relationship during 
which time he cannot recall any activity, statement, or 
association by the subject which would have suggested his 
involvement 'in subversive activity* He has no reason to 
believe that KOVAL’s assignment at the Atomic Energy 

•* - installation, Oak Ridge, Tennessee, during 1944 

was the result of a preconceived plan by KOVAL citing as 
fact that assignments thereto of members of KOVAL’s ASTP 
class were unknown by the trainees involved, and also were 
afforded top security regulations by the United States 
Army. 


He has no specific knowledge regarding KOVAL’s 
duties at Oak Ridge, Tennessee, but based upon statements 
made by the subject, it appears as though his duties 
consisted of electrical research work, He is unable to 
relate whether or not KOVAL had access to classified data 
or material while at Oak Ridge, Tennessee. 

During the period 1946-1948# KOVAL’s activities 
are best described as typical Off a ’’veteran attending 
college under the provisions of the 01 Bill of Rights*” 
KOVAL was an excellent student of electrical engineering, 
and also was exceptionally aotive in fraternal affairs at 
CCNY. He apparently relied entirely on his ”01 benefits” 
for his support, and consequently confined his entire 
activity to school work and related social events. 
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During this period KOVAL did make statements 
reflecting pro-Soviet sympathies but did not give the 
impression of being a Communist or a political fanatic. 

As an example, KOVAL, upon being questioned concerning a 
disputable issue involving the governments or foreign 
policy of Russia and the United States* without exception 
would attempt to logically set forth a favorable position ■ 
for Russia. He did not enter int.o these discussions unless 
specifically questioned Concerning a pertinent is.sue. 

The only information recalled regarding KOVAL 1 s 
early background is that he was born in Sioux City, Iowa, 
and, according to his statements,, was, orphaned during his 
early childhood. KOVAL never indicated that he had resided 
outside the United States at any time, 

KOVALfs closest friend was in all probability 
BENJAMIN W. LASSEN who owned the Raven Electric Company (REC) 
in New York City where KOVAL was employed for several 
years prior to his Army service, KOVAL remarked that he 
had visited LASSEN’s residence on many occasions, and also 
described LASSEN as his ’’only true friend.” 

^The only significant information recalled 
concerning LASSEN is that he was extremely friendly with 
a professor of electrical engineering at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology who was instrumental in securing 
LASSEN’s son, SEYMOUR, part time employment with the 
General Electric Company subsequent to World War II, The 
professor is recalled as being of Russian derivation and ‘ 
was mentioned by KOVAL on several occasions as being a 
close acquaintance of LASSEN*. It is also recalled that 
both BENJAMIN LASSEN and his son, SEYMOUR,, were graduates 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 

Subsequent to being awarded his electrical en¬ 
gineering degree at CONY during 1948, KOVAL stated that 
he had obtained employment in connection with the construction 
of an electrical power plant in Poland, He was extremely 
evasive as to how he obtained this employment and the 
length of time he expected to remain abroad in conjunction 
with it. With the exception of sending a postcard to several 
of his friends in New York City during the Pall of 194%

KOVAL has not contacted any of his friends or associates in 
the United States since leaving for Poland. On the basis 
of his unknown employment in Poland and in consideration 
of his apparent pro-Russian thinking, it is highly probable 
that KOVAL is engaged, or has been engaged, in "irregular 
activity" which might possibly include subversive acts 
against the United States. 

WEISMAN described the following individuals as 
being in a position to possibly furnish information 
pertinent to KOVAL*s past activities. 

GAROLD CURL, last known'to be residing at 
5453 Hazelton Avenue, Culver City, California, was 
stationed with the subject at Oak Ridge, Tennessee, and 
possibly might recall information regarding KOVAL*s activities 
thereat. 


LEON SELDIN, Electrical Engineering Instructor, 
CCNY, 1947-1948, whose .present employment and residence 
address are unknown, was closely acquainted with KOVAL 
during the period 1946-1948*

Communist League. Paul Silver vns also listed as a 
member of the Nominating Committee. It would appear 
quite probable that the * George Koval, representative 
of the Young Communist League, is identical with the 
subject of this investigation. 

As set forth in report of SA Joseph F. Hughes 
dated lQ-lf-42 at Bes Moines captioned "Pussian Mutual 
Aid Society, IS-B," on 1-1 $-42, Jake Shapiro, 120 lovxz 
Street, Sioux City, Iowa, advised that a meeting of the 
Russian Mutual Aid Society had been held; on 10-28-41 
at the Mayfair Hotel which, in jhis opinion, had been 
arranged by local Communists. Shapiro stated that 
tickets for this meeting had been sold by Mrs. Silver, 
wife of Paul Silver, who operated a grocery store at 
880 W. 7 th Street. Mr. Shapiro stated that he was 
suspicious of the meeting inasmuch as Mrs. Silver was 
selling these tickets and her husband had been 
reported to be a Communist. 

The name of Paid Silver, Sioux City, Iowa, 
appeared on a list of Communist suspects furnished by 
the office of the Ninth Naval District Headquarters, 
Chicago, Illinois, according to a memorandum from 
Chicago dated $-28-42. 

Other than as previously reported in this 
matter. Bureau files contain no additional information 
which appears to relate to the Paul Silver who is of 
interest in this investigation.

extremely able student of exceptional intelligence", 

KOVAL was further described as a quiet and serious student 
who had few, if any, close associates among the student 
body and faculty members at CCNY, Of those with whom 
he had any contact at all it is believed he was best 
known to IRVING WEISSMAN, a fellow student, and SADIE 
SILVERMaSTER, an instructor of electrical engineering, who 
is presently employed at CCNY in that capacity. 

KOVAL and WEISSMAN, while students at -CCNY, 
were assigned a highly technical project of dismantling 
a bombsight, which project was assigned to them-by either 
HAROLD WOLE, formerly in charge of the Electrical 
Engineering Department, CCNY, or CECILE FORLICK, the 
present head of that department.

She stated 
to the best of her recollection this company was located on 23 rd 
Street in New York City. 
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She advised she dated KOVAL regularly from March until 
the latter part of September, 1948, when they had a lovers 1 
quarrel. When he failed to call her within a week or so, she 
called his rooming house and learned from his landlady he had 
departed for Europe the day before this call was made. She 
said their friendship was very serious and that she and KOVAL 
had talked of marriage but had never resolved several small 
differences and had never become engaged. She said she has 
never seen him again or been in contact with him since she last 
saw him in the latter part of September, 1948. She said on the 
last night she saw him he took her to an exhibition regarding 
the atomic bomb which was held in New York City near Lexington 
Avenue in a big building. She stated this was a public affair 
and KOVAL had stated he hoped that by attending this exhibition 
he might bump into old friends which he had known and worked 
with at Oak Ridge, Tennessee, during the war. She said she did 
not recall him meeting anyone that he knew and he was noticeably 
disturbed by this fact and it was after this exhibition en route 
home that the quarrel occurred between she and KOVAL * 

She stated that she and her family departed New York 
and came to the Los Angeles area in September, 1949. She 
said in December, 1950, she recalls attending a New Year's Eve 
party at an unknown address in West Los Angeles with a casual 
date who se name she rec alls as JACK or JACOB JUPITER who 
lived on | ~l in Los Angeles. At this party she ] 

recalls having met a man and woman whose last name was either 
ROSE or HOSE who told her they were associated with the Signet 
Laboratories in Los Angeles. These people,she recalled,by 
chance conversation mentioned that they knew GEORGE KOVAL 
who had attended CCNY and further that they had met him in 
Paris, Prance, during either 1949 or 1950. MORDETZKY stated 
she has not seen these two people since nor can she furnish any 
further information as to their identity. She states this 
was the last occasion of her being in the presence of JACK 
JUPITER and could not furnish his present address or employment. 
She stated further this is the only instance in which she has 
met anyone who has ever heard of GEORGE KOVAL since his 
departure from New York for Europe in October, 1948. 

She advised, that KOVAL told her about his earlier 
life as follows: He said he was born in Sioux City, Iowa; 
that his parents were involved in some very peculiar religion 
and his earlier life because -of family activities in this 
religious group was very -unhappy. He described himself as a 
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brilliant student in high school and had graduated several 
years before others of his same age. He attended the University 
of Iowa during the-early 1930‘s. He said when he was about IT, 
years old he left his parents and later learned they had both 
died. He claimed to be an only child. His parents had relatives 
in Sioux City, Iowa, but after their death, these relative 
lost interest in KOVAL and he stated he has had no contact with 
them since the early 1930‘s. He told her he did not know 
whether they still live in Sioux City or had moved elsewhere. He 
told her he had pursued several types of employment, including 
a period when he was a radio announcer but she did not recall 
where he said he was so employed. He did not advise her or 
discuss with her ever having left the United States or any 
information regarding contacts or acquaintances. She recalls 
no mention by him concerning Russia or any foreign residences. 

She later heard that he had gone to Prance and, recalls that 
several weeks prior to their quarrel she observed him studying 
intently a handbook regarding the French Language. 

KOVAL told her during their acquaintance he had worked 
on the atomic bomb at Oak Ridge, Tennessee while serving in the 
United States Army during World War II. In 1948, he told her 
■of his employment with the electrical supply firm on 23 rd 
Street in New York and his potential for foreign travel during 
•this employment. He never mentioned to her to what foreign 
countries he planned to travel or the exact nature of his employ¬ 
ment. 

During this acquaintance she recalls only two trips 
made by KOVAL. The first L trip was early in 1948, possibly 
the latter part of March, 1948, when KOVAL travelled to Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. According to his remarks at this time she 
recalls he had a special interest in attending an exhibition 
regarding some paintings which had been found by the U. S. 
pccupying forces of Germany which were then being exhibited 
in a museum somewhere in Washington, D, C. She recalled he 
was gone on this trip for several days, possibly over a long 
weekend. Again in the Summer of 1948, he left for a trip, 
having told her he was going to the Middle West for business 
purposes. She recalls now that this trip might have been made 
to Kansas City, Missouri, or at least she states the name of 
this city comes to her mind, when she thinks of this second, 
trip. She said he was gone about ten days. She states she 
assumed this business trip concerned his current employment 
with the electrical supply company on 23rd Street in New York 
City. 
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■ Among his associates met by her during their 
acquaintance from March, 1948, to September, 19^8, she met b7C 
a physics instructor at CCNY who was considered by KOVAL as 
among his best friends. This instructor's name was recalled 
to her only as HERBERT or "HERBIE ." who lived in a basement 
apartment on | I .lust off] |She stated KOVAL 

and she went to the apartment of mis - Instructor on several 
occasions and while there met other persons whose names are 
not now recalled by her. She described these acquaintances as 
"intellectuals who dressed, and acted like a bunch of Bohemians." 

She said these visits were many but she was not impressed 
by any of the other people met there and recalls none of them 
by name. She stated she called "HERBIE" after KOVAL’S dis¬ 
appearance and was told by him- that KOVAL had gone to France. 

MORDETZKY also recalls KOVAL was an enthusiastic 
tennis player and told her of two very close friends who were 
also tennis enthusiasts with whom he had visited in Boston, 
Massachusetts, where they had played tennis together. This 
all occurred prior to the time she met KOVAL. She does not 
recall any trips made by KOVAL to Boston during their acquaintance. 

She also recalls KOVAL was closely associated with a 
zoology professor at Columbia University during 1948. She 
does not recall having met this professor, but recalls KOVAL 
spoke of this acquaintance in connection with his interest in 
zoology. 

MORDETZKY stated that sometime about 1949 she read 
an article in a fraternity newsletter to which KOVAL had belonged 
that a committee of fraternity members had been formed to 
locate KOVAL but had had no success. 

She .characterized KOVAL as one who had never openly 
displayed any indication- of interest in Communism or Soviet 
Russia. She said he was an extreme baseball fan and took her to 
see many baseball games during the Summer of 1948. She said 
he could recount the history of most any big league pitcher 
and state statistics regarding them with seeming ease. He was 
also an ardent reader of WALT 'WHITMAN. b7C 

She stated her brother, LEONARD FINKELSTEIN , who h as 
within the nast few years changed his name to FIELDS, I I 

| _ in San Fernando, California, was best acquainted 

with KOVAL and could possibly furnish some additional information 
regarding him. She said that prior to KOVAL’S interest in her, 
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he palled around with LEONARD for quite some time, 


She advised her brothers GEORGE FIEL DS J I 

San Fer nando.. California, and SHELDON FIELDS , \ I 

I I Sepulveda, California, knew KOVAL only slightly but 

also attended CCNY at about the same time as KOVAL. 

On February 28, 1956,- Mrs. MORDETZKY advised SA 
HARRY H. WHIDBEE she now recalls that on., one occasion KOVAL 
and the CCNY instructor known to her ( as '"HERBIE" o n one occasion 
too k her to a v ery fashionable apartment duplex on | \ 

off I I in New York City, which they told her was the 

apartment of a girlfriend of "HERBIE" named "RUTH,." She recalls 
that "RUTH" and her parents at this time were on a trip to 
Europe; that "RUTH" was a painter and many of her works were 
displayed in each roorri of this apartment. While in Europe, she 
sent "HERBIE" a case of champagne. She also- learned that 
"RUTH" had another sister,whose name she did not know. This 
"RUTH" was supposed to have written "HEltBIE" constantly during 
this trip. It was Mrs. MORDETZKY*s impression that KOVAL was 
not impressed with this "RUTH" and, in fact, attempted to 
disinterest "HERBIE" by pointing out "RUTH’s" weaknesses. 

She described KOVAL as follows:

Mrs. MORDETZKY furnished SA HARRY H. WHIDBEE oh 
February 20, 1956, a snapshot of KOVAL and an unknown woman 
which she states was probably taken sometime during the Summer 
of 1947. She states she does not recall exactly the source 
of this snapshot and, therefore, can offer no suggestions 
as to the identity of the unknown woman. She states that, the 
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photograph displayed to her of KOVAL taken March, 1948, in 
connection with his passport application is a very good 
likeness and that the photograph which was furnished by her 
was a good likeness of that particular pose. 

Mrs. MORDETZKY advised that she would he glad to 
cooperate with the Federal Bureau of Investigation and if any 
further information came t.o her knowledge concerning ..KOVAL 
which might he helpful to the FBI she would contact the 
Los Angeles Office of the FBI.

INTERVIEW WITH PRANK TAMARIN 


PRANK TAMARIN, | I Bronx. New York, 

was interviewed by SAS WALTER 0. GUTHEl'L, JR. and WILLIAM 
D. DONOHUE on January 31, 1926, and stated as follows: 

He was employed as a "deliverv truck driver-" 
with the Raven Electric Company (REC), New York City, 
owned by BENJAMIN W. LASSEN, during the entire year of 
1943. He terminated his emplo7/ment with the REC because 
he couldn't get along with Lassen." He was unable to 
furnish any background information concerning L/SSEN, 
stating that his association with LASSEN was restricted 
to the period of his employment at the REC during 


He identified a photograph of the subject as 
GEORGE KOVAL, "a close acquaintance’of Lassen who worked 
for the REC during the early 1940's", He met KOVAL 
while the latter was employed at the REC, and recalled 
that his rson, LEON HAROLD TAMARIN, also was acquainted 
with the 'subject. He denied having knowledge concerning 
the subject's background, and present whereabouts, or 
information regarding the nature of the association 
between LASSEN and the subject. 
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He described his wife, DORA, nee LOS SERF, as a 
"blood relation'of Lassen", but claimed he did not know 
the exact degree of the relationship. He stated that 
neither he nor his wife had information regarding LASSEN'S 
early background in the United States, or that they had 
been acquainted with the latter in Russia. 

TAMARIN stated he emigrated to the United State 
from Russia during 1904, and established residence in 
Hudson, New York, where he lived with his family until 
19q2. He resided at Avenue I, Brooklyn, New York, from 
1942 until 1948, at which time he moved to his present 
residence. He described his normal occupation as a 
salesman, noting he had owned an electrical retail store 
in Hudson, New York, during the 1930's. He stated he 
retired during 1951 because of poor health. 

His wife, DORA, was described as not presently 
available for interview because of a severe heart ailment 
affliction. 


Concerning the above, it is noted that LLON 
HAROLD TAMARIN, when interviewed by Special Agents 
GUTHEIL and DONOHUE on December 21, 19554 stated that his 
father, FRANK TAMARIN, and mother, DORA, nee LOSSEF* ' 
knew BENJAMIN ¥.

HANSTEIN advised that SEYMOUR D. US LAN, 
also a former member of the subject's AS TP class at 
CCNY, is presently residing at 3062 Avenue V, Brooklyn, 
New York. 


It is noted that HERBERT J. SANDBERG-.,, a former 
member of the subject's ASTP class, CCNY, when interviewed 
on May 18, 1955, by S/S GUTHEIL and DANIEL /. FLYNN, 
identified SEYMOUR D. USL/N, formerly in the ASTP at 
CCNY, as a 11 close acquaintance” of the subject at CCNY 
during 1943 - 1944* 


INTERVIEW WITH STEWARD D. BLOOM 

JOSEPH W. WASEBURNE, Supervisor of Employment, 
Brookhaven National Laboratory, Upton, Long Island, New 
York, advised SA DANIEL P. O'CONNOR on February 2, 1956, 
that STEWARD D. BLOOM, a former electrical engineering 
student at CCNY, has been employed as an associate 
physicist at the Brookhaven National Laboratory since 
July 18, 1952. According to WASEBURNE, BLOOM resides

, STEWARD D. BLOOM was int erviewed at the 

Brookhaven National Laboratory by SAS GUTHEIL and 
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O'CONNOR, on February 13> 195>6, and advised as follows: 

He was a member of the subject's ASTP class 
at CONY during 1943 - 1944* and in 1941+ was assigned 
with the subject to the MED, at Oak. Ridge,Tennessee. ^ 

He recalled that the subject was stationed at Oak./RicLge, 
for approximately five months, and dviring early 1945* 
was transferred to the Dayton area office of the MED, 

,at Miamisburg, Ohio, He recalled that the subject was 
assigned to the Clinton Laboratories in the Health and 
Physics Division, at Oak Ridge,but lias no recollection 
concerning his exact duties. 

Dr. K. Z. MORGr/N, presently in charge of the 
Health and Physics Division at Oak Ridge,would probably 
recall something about the subject's work and activities 
at that installation. BLOOM emphatically stated that he has 
not seen the subject since early 1945* when the latter 
was transferred to the Dayton area office of the MED.

New York, when originally interviewed on May 11, 1955* b7c 
by SAS GUTHEIL and DONOHUE, advised he had been a elose 
associate of the subject at CONY during the periods 
1943 - 1944 and 1946 - 1948. WEISMAN was recontacted 
on February 9, 1956, and advised as follows: 

Since last interviewed, he has recalled 
additional information which might be of assistance 
in identifying the professor at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology (MIT) with whom BENJ/MIN W. 

LASSEN was extremely friendly during the late 1940's. 

He believes that ttfhile LASSEN’S son, SEYMOUR, was a 
student at MIT he participated in art ’’on the’ job'training 
program" known at MIT as the "cooperative Training 
Program". 


WEISMAN stated that a review of SEYMOUR - 
L/SSEN’S scholastic file at MIT would reflect the name 
of the professor, who during 1947 or 194-8> was respon¬ 
sible for the latter’s enrollment in the above-mentioned 
training program.

SA DANIEL F. O'CONNOR recontacted STEWARD D. 

BLOOM, Brookhaven National Laboratory, Upton, Long Island, 
New York, on April 26, 1956, at which time BLOOM made 
available a group photograph of the subject’s United'States 
Army Specialised Training Program (ASTP) Class at the College 
of the City of New York (CCNY). The photograph,, which was 
described by BLOOM as taken on the campus of CCNY during 
the summer of 1943, included notations which identified 
the names and home residences (city and state) of each of 
the class members as follows:

Interview with ADOLPH BRESSNER, 

Owner, Ace Electric Company, 

New York City _ 


When interviewed by SAS HARRY H. WHIDBEE and 
JAMES A. MILLS at La Verne, California, on February 20, 
1956, Mrs. JEAN MORDSTZKY, admittedly acquainted with the 
subject at New York City, during 191+8, advised that it was 
her recollection that during 191+8, the subject had been 
employed with an electrical supply company known as the 
"Ace Electrical Company," located on 23rd Street, New York 
City. 


Classified telephone directories. Borough of 
Manhattan, New York City, for the years 191+8 through 
1958, were reviewed on April 18, 1958, for the listing of 
electrical supply companies entitled, either "Ace Electric" 
or "Ace Electrical" which reflected a lifting for the Ace 
Electric Company, 20 West 23rd Street, Nex-J York City, for 
the years 191+8-1950, and the Ace Electric Company, 11+2 West 
23rd Street, New York City, for the years 1950^1958. 

ADOLPH BRESSNER, owner of Ace Electric Company, 
11+2 West -23rd Street, New York City, was interviewed on ' 
April 25, 1956, and advised the following informations 

He formed the Ace Electric Merchandising 
Company during the latter part, of 191+2, with the financial 
assistance of BENJAMIN W. LASSEN who, at the time, owned 
and operated the Raven Electric Company (REC) .at 20 West 
23rd Street, New York City. He met LASSEN during 19^-2, as 
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a result of contacting the latter to purchase electrical 
supplies. LASSEN was described as a 11 silent partner" in 
the Ace Merchandising Electric Company and as not having 
participated, in the operation of that company. The 
company was located on the basement floor in the building 
at 20 West 23rd Street, the site of the EEC, which 
occupied the first and second floors. 

During 1943, after doing business for approximately 
seven months, the Ace Merchandising Electric Company was 
liquidated, following which. BRESSNER and FRANK TAMARIN formed 
the Ace Electric Company, located at 704 Sixth Avenue, New 
York City„ BRESSNER subsequently purchased FRANK TAMARIN 1 s 
interest in the Ace Electric Company, and re-located the 
business at 20 West 23rd Street,, New York City. FRANK • 
TAMARIN was described by BRESSNER as being possibly related 
to LASSEN and as an employee of the REC for a brief period 
during early 1943. 

During 1950, after LASSEN's "sudden departure 
from the United States", BRESSNER re-located his company 
at its present location, 142 West 23rd Street, New York 
City. 


BRESSNER stated that although he operated his. 
business for a- number of years in the same bniiding as the 
REC, he had no connection with that company and had little 
contact with the employees of that firm. A 1948 passport 
photograph of the subject was displayed to BRESSNER, who 
stated that although the photograph reminded him of someone 
he had known as a business contact, he was unable- to 
identify the photograph or recall the name GEORGE KOVAL. 

He emphatically stated that GEORGE KOVAL had never been 
employed with either the defunct Ace Merchandising Electric 
Company or the Ace Electric Company. 

Concerning BENJAMIN W, LASSEN, BRESSNER stated it is 
his recollection that LASSEN had worked as a construction 
engineer during the 1930 1 s, which included supervising the 
installation of "hydro-electric dynamos," at a hydro-electric 
project near Warsaw, Poland. 
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Regarding LASSEN's connection with a hydro-electric 
project in Poland during the 1930's, as reported by 
BRESSNER, it is noted that HERBERT J. SANDBERG, an associate 
of the subject until the time of the latter* s departure from 
the United States during October, 1948, advised SAS WALTER 
C. GUTHEIL, JR„ and DANIEL A. FLYNN, on May l8, 1955, that 
the subject possibly is employed in Poland in connection with 
the construction of an "electrical power plant." SANDBERG 
attributed his belief concerning the subject's foreign 
employment to statements" made by the latter just prior to 
KOVAL's departure from the United States during 1948. 

BENJAMIN W. LASSEN ‘ ■ ■ 


T-l, a confidential source abroad, advised the 
following information during July, 1952, attributed to T-2, 
whom T-l has described as having supplied accurate 
information in the past, but who has apparently withheld 
information on various occasions. 

Based upon the known activities and background of 
BENJAMIN W, LASSEN, owner of the REC, New York City, ' 
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Information Furnished hy 
SEYMOUR D. USLAN 


SEYMOUR D. US LAN, employed with Zerlan Books, 
Incorporated, 67 West [jlith Street, New York City, was-- 
contacted on April 18, 19f>6, and advised the following 
information: 

He identified a photograph of the subject as 
G-EORGE KOVAL, who during the period 19lj3 —19l|l{-, was a 
merpber of the ASTP at CONY. USLAN noted that KOVAL was in 
the first class of that group, itfhereas he (USLAN) was a 
member of the second class. USLAN recalled that his last 
contact with the subject was during early 19lUi-> when the 
latter was assigned to the Manhattan Engineers District 
(MED) at Oak Ridge, Tennessee, directly following which 
USLAN' was assigned to the MED at Los Alamos, New Mexico. 

USLAN stated that both he and the subject matriculated at 
GCNY as "G.I. students" subsequent to World War II, but 
atated he had no significant contact with the subject 
during that period, since KOVAL was an electrical 
engineering student, while he was a student of physics. 

To the best of his recollection, USLAN could not recall an 
act, statement, or association of the subject which 
suggested that the latter may have been engaged in subversive 
activities. 

USLAN described the nature of his relationship 
with the subject during 19i.!.3’~19ljl|., as "casual" and noted 
that he recalled nothing concerning KOVAL*s background 
or present whereabouts. 
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It Is noted that SEYMOUR D. USLAN was described 
by HERBERT J. SANDBERG* previously mentioned* on May 18* 
1955* as a member of the ASTP* CCNY* who was "a close 
acquaintance of the subject's during the period 1943-1944." 


Recontact of HERBERT J. SANDBERG 

During the interview of JEAN MORDETZKY by SAS 
WHIDBEE and MILLS at La Verne*. California on February 20, 
1956, Mrs. MORDETZKY identified one HERBERT or "HERBIE"* a 
physics instructor at CONY during 1948* as an individual 
who was considered by KOVAL as among his best friends„ 


It is noted that when originally interviewed by 
SA HARRY E„ HINDEKLITER on February 23* 1955* HERBERT J. 
SANDBERG advised that he had been acquainted with the 
subject when he (SANDBERG) was teaching physics at CCNY 
during the period 1946-1948. ' 


Mrs. MORDETZKY* ori February 20* 1955* furnished to 
SA WHIDBEE a photograph of the subject and an unknown woman,. 
The photograph was’described by MORDETZKY as probably taken 
some time during, the summer of 1947.

SANDBERG recalled that the subject dated HELGA 
GOLDSTEIN during 1948* and described their relationship as 
"casual". 


The indices of the New York Office, FBI* as 
reviewed On April 27* 1956* reflected no information that 
could be determined identifiable with Mrs. HELGA GOLDSTEIN, 
nee NATHEN. 
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When questioned concerning any information he 
might recall regarding the subject's alleged association 
with a zoology professor at Columbia University, or two 
individuals with whom KOVAL reportedly playod tennis in 
the Boston, Massachusetts area, SANDBERG could not identify 
former acquaintances of the subject on the basis of that 
information. SANDBERG stated that the only out of state 
travel he recalled concerning the subject was a trip KOVAL 
made during the summer of 1948 to Washington, D. C,, regarding 
/application for a passport. 

SANDBERG was questioned regarding, the identity of 
a woman known as "RUTH". an ar tist and former resident of 

| york City, who. reportedly K 
was mutually acquainted with SANDBERG and KOVAL during b 

1948. ' SANDBERG replied that he. could not recall a former 
female acquaintance of his or the subjec't fitting that 
general description. ' 

Concerning the above statements by SANDBERG, the. 
following statements made by Mrs. JEAN MORDETZKY to SAS 
WHIDBEE and MILLS on February 20, 1956, are noted: 

The subject, an enthusiastic tennis player, 
prior to 1948> travelled to Boston, Massachusetts to visit 
two very close friends with whom he played tennis. The 
subject was closely associated with a zoology professor 
at Columbia University during 1948. 


"HERBIE" and the subject, during 1948, were 
mutually acquainted wit h a woman named "RUTH", an arti st 
who had an apartment on

The subject made two trips during the time 
MORDETZKY knew him. The first trip was early in 1948, 
possibly the latter part of March, 1948, when KOVAL travelled 
to Washington, D. C. In the summer of 1948, KOVAL left 
New York City for a trip to the midwest, vaguely recalled 
as having been to Kansas City, Missouri, 
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Recontact With IRVING- WEISMAN 

IRVING WEISMAN, a former member of the ASTP at 
CCNY who, when originally Interviewed by SAS GUTHEIL and 
DONOHUE on May 25, 1955, advised he knew the subject during 
the period 1943-1944, and 1946-1948, was recontacted on 
May 7, 1956, and advised as follows: 

He was unable to furnish any information concerning 
the subjects reported association with a zoology professor 
at Columbia University^ two individuals with whom the 
subject reportedly played tennis in the Boston, Massachusetts 
areaj or a female acquaintance of the subject named "RUTH." 
WEISMAN also stated he could not recall any travel made by 
the subject outside the state of New York. 

WEISMAN was informed of the names of the members 
of the subject's ASTP Class, CCNY, and was questioned 
regarding any information he could furnish regarding their 
present or last known whereabouts. 

WEISMAN stated that he has not been in recent 
contact with any of the former ASTP members and was unable 
to furnish information regarding their present whereabouts. 
WEISMAN described one BERT PUDMAN, last known to be 
residing in Chicago, Illinois, as a member of the subject’s 
ASTP Class, not included in the list of names mentioned to 
him. PUDMAN was further described as one of the subject’s 
closest acquaintances during the period 1943-1944, and as one 
who might possibly be able to furnish considerable information 
concerning the subject’s activities during that period. 

WEISMAN noted that during the ASTP training pe3±>d 
at CCNY, KOVAL associated primarily with BERT DUDMAN, JOHN 
W, BOZEMAN, GAROLD W. CURL, and ROBERT L. STERNBERG. It was 
noted that STERNBERG was not a member of the subject’s 
ASTP Class, but was in the class behind KOVAL’s group.. The 
last information known to WEISMAN concerning STERNBERG’s 
whereabouts is that the latter was enrolled in the graduate 
school of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology (MIT) 
during 1954. WEISMAN believed that STERNBERG’S home 
residence was in Chicago, Illinois.

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WEISMAN' was questioned--regarding any information 
he could furnish concerning a girl named JANET FISHER, whom 
the subject may have known at Dayton, Ohio during the 
latter's assignment with the MED, Dayton, Ohio, during 
1945. WEISMAN replied that the subject had mentioned a 
girl he dated during his tour of duty at Dayton, Ohio, 
pid recalled that the subject had described that girl as 
'someone he had almost married." WEISMAN could not recall 
the girl's name or the name JANET FISHER. 

. It is noted that when interviewed by SAA EUGENE 
I. TUGGEY, JR. at Miamisburg, Ohio, on April 18, 1956, 

JOHN L„ BRADLEY, the subject's roommate during the latter's 
assignment at MED, Dayton, Ohio, during 1945, recalled that 
the subject had some contact with one JANET FISHER during 
the summer of 1945. 

Mrs. EDITH C. FISHER, Dayton, Ohio, when 
contacted by SAA TUGGEY on April 18, 1956, stated that her 
daughter, JANET, knew the subject during 1945.

STEIGER, who was unable to 
Identify the subject* s name and photograph, identified 
MAX BRAMBIER, Hobb Electric Company, New York City, as a 
former "counterman" SLF, who might have information 
regarding the REC and the subject. 

Inquiry.at the Amitas Corporation, New York City 

JOHN NEWMAN, Personnel Manager, Amitas 
Corporation, 50 Broadway, New York City, advised on April 
10, 1956, that a review of the active and inactive 
personnel records of that company failed to disclose a 
record for the name GEORGE KOVAL. 

SAMUEL LEVINE, Consultant Engineer and Director 
of the Engineer Recruitment Program of the Amitas Corporation 
advised on April 10, 1956, that he recalls the name GEORGE 
KOVAL and the latter's photograph as an applicant fop the;

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United States Coast Guard, on October 19* 1955* made 
available information regarding WCLLIAM A. ROSE, which dis¬ 
closed that the latter, born at Boston, Massachusetts on 
October 13* 1876, resided at 71 Ridge Road, Rutherford, 

New Jersey, during 1942. 

Mrs. D. R. GATES J | Rutherford, 

New Jersey, advised SA LOUIS F. HIBAN, JR. on December 29, 
1955* that she owned the residence at 71 Ridge Road, 
Rutherford, New Jersey, from about 1941 through 1944. 

WILLIAM A. ROSE was identified by Mrs. GATES as a 
resident at her property from 1941 to 1944. Mrs-., GATES 
advised of having received a letter from ROSE* s wife, 

BERTHA CALLEY ROSE, 103 Hemmingway Road, Boston, 
Massachusetts, in 1949, which disclosed that WILLIAM A. ROSE 
had died in the Spring of 1949.

Boston, Massachusetts, advised on February 3,- 1956, that 
Mrs. BERTHA ROSE died during 1950, or 1951* and that 
WILLIAM A. ROSE had died in New York, during 194,9. 

Information Furnished by HERBERT HIRSCH 

HERBERT 'HIRSCH was interviewed by SAS GUTHEIL and 
FLYNN on May 3* 1956, and advised as followsr 

He was employed as a clerk with the REC, New 
York City* owned by BENJAMIN W. LASSEN,, from approximately 
April, 1941, through October, 1942. He identified the 
subject 1 s photograph as GEORGE KOVAL and described, the 
latter as a former employee of the REC during the period 
1940-1942. He recalled that KOVAL was extremely close to 
LASSEN And during 1942, was LASSEN * s "key employee." 

KOVAL’s principal function for the REC was to bid. on various 
Government subcontracts. HIRSCH could not recall the titles 
of the companies, from which the REC received Government 
contracts, but described'the REC’s participation in that 
type of business as "extensive at that time.," HIRSCH could 




not recall any significant information concerning the 
subject, and stated that he has no reason to believe that 
the subject and BENJAMIN W. LASSEN were engaged in 
subversive activity during the period of his (HIRSCH*s) 
employment with the REC. HIRSCH identified JOSEPH 
FRIEDMAN as a former business associate of LASSEN who had 
some connection with the REG and who would probably have 
some detailed information regarding the nature of the 
relationship between the subject and LASSEN.
